AGE LIMIT 21 TO 31. 
HOW WE REGISTER. 

The Hoime and Senate have 
reached an agreement on the age 
limit of men to be drafted iut^ 
the army — namely, every mate 
voter between the age oi 21 and 
HI years. 

Plans for the registering, of 
meu called to the colors »»nder 
i: •■ Selective Draft Bill are be- 
iug considered. The Governor 
will appoint a board in each coun- 
ty, which in turn *ill select three 
men in each voting precinct to 
conduct the registration. Louis- 
ville, Lexington, Covington and 
Newport will appoint their own. 
Thia will occupy five days. Ev- 
ery man within the age limits 
fixed by the statute and call of 
th* President must register. The 
exemptions w r ill be mada by the 
War Department afterward. 
These probably will include tlio.se 
with dependent families and 
those engaged in certain skilled 
and productive occupations. From 
those selected the number requir- 
ed will be called and examined. 

It is estimated that considera- 
bly more that a quarter of tiuiil 
lion Kcntiiekians will be register 
ed during the five days. Badge* 
of war census officers already 
have been prepared, indicating 
that provost duty will be thor- 
ough in rounding up any who 
may undertake to escape the no- 
tice of the officers. .
